Charles Prince and Michael Lavery, and 
the woman is the notorlous Mamie Whoel- 
er, known to the police of Bastern cities 
as the forther wife of ‘“‘Gorilla Bob,” an 
expert cracksman, and as the present mis- 
tress of Prince. They were arrested at 
Joplin last Saturday night for the robbery 
of a grocery store at Villa Heights, near 
Joplin, as the seque] of a suspicion that

The brav- 
ery of the iwmen is shown by the attack 
that 135 of them made on 10,000 Zulus on 
the Marico River, driving them out of the 
Transvaal. 

These are simply better-known instances , 
of the fighting abilities of the Boers. Ev- 
ery man has handled a gun from infancy. 
In the old days, When a Boer was not 


fighting the flerce natives he was defernd- | 


ing himself from savage beasis. Bvery 
Boer has been trained in warfare. They 
discovered the method of laagering their 
wagons, placing them in a hallow square, 
which the British generals have adopted as 
the most successful way of fighting the 
natives. The Boers have shown them- 
selves masters of strategy, the result of 
‘constant warfare with a crue} and treach- 
erous foe. 


Majuba Hill and Laing’s Nek. 

It was the annexation of the Transvaal 
and the refusal of the British Government 
to reverse it that resulted in the great Boer 
battle. The Afrikandiers waited three 
years. 

As a result of a mass-meeting in Kru- 
gersdorf it was resolved to r‘se in arms, 
and the national flag was hoisted on 
Dengaan’s Day, Dec. 16, 1880. The detach- 
ments of British troops were cut off or 
obliged to retire. Sir George Coley, the 
Governor of Natal, raised what troops he 
could, but before he could cross the bor- 
der into the Transvaal Gen. Joubert crossed 
it and took-up a position on Laing’s Nek. 
Th's is a ridge 6500 feet above the sea, and 
rising rather steeply above its southern 
base. Across it runs the principal road 
from Natal tnto the Transvaal. 

The Boers encamped behind this ridge. 
The British force of about one thousand 
men encamped four mil th of the 
ridge, and on Jan. . ‘the attacked 
ee Boers and were drivén back with heavy 
oss, 

Three weeks later Gen. Sir George Colley 
decided to occupy Majuba Hill, which rises 
1400 feet above the Nek on the west. The 
top of the hill is no less than a mile In dl- 
ameter and depressed some sixty feet in the 
center. 

When the Boere egaw the British on the 
h‘ll their first impulse was to flee. But 
these are not men to give up easily. Gen. 
Smit offered to climb the steep s’ope In the 
face of the enemy with such picked men as 
wouid accompany him. 

is was done. They moved over the 800 
feet of slove leading to the ‘base af the hill 
itself, picking off the British eoldiers 
against the skyline as they moved along. 
It was magnificent work. that climb up the 
hill. Each set of skirmishers fired as they 
came within range, and very man sheltered 
himself benind the precipitous bits of the 
slope. They were men who never wasted 
a cartridge. 

At lact they reached the hill top, where 
the skilled ore --"ee had their: enemy 
like rats in a trap. to that time it 
was splendid courage B. skill. Then it be- 
came mere slaughter. 

Gen. Colley fell, shot through the head, 
and his men scattered in a mad flight to 
save themselves. 

The British force in this fight numbered 
60. The Britieh loss was 92 killed, 134 
wounded and 59 prisoners. 

The whole Boer force numbered 40. They 
had only one man killed and five wounded. 


The Raid Led by Jameson: 

“The rapid increase of the population of 
Johannesburg, due to the development of 
the gold mining Interests, filled ‘the Boers 
with disgust. Phe drinking, swearing, gam- 
bling, roysterers were not calculated te 
bring about a spirit of liberality. 

The clash was -inevitable. As the UWit- 
landers increased in wealth and numbers 
they wanted political power. On December 
2, 1885, t National Reform Union _of 
Johannesburg issued a manifesto demand- 
ing these reforms:

‘The South African Republfc will egn- 
clude no treaty nor engagement with gny 
State or nation cther than the Orange Free 
State, nor with any native tribe until the 
same has been approved by Her Majesty 


rthe Queen.” 


It is provided that notice of a conflict 
artiofe is held by the present British Gov- 
ernment to embody the rights of suzer- 
ainty so clearly laid down in the Conven- 
tion of 1881. In fact, it is the only article 
upon which the present claim of suzerainty 
{is based. 


How War Will Be Carried 

The South African Republic Dossesses no 
étanding army, if a small corps of mounted 
artillery be excepted. On the other hand, 
every full-grown Boer is to all intents and 
purposes a soldier, and the President has 
the right at any time to call out. the 


burghers in defense of the republic, the 
whole force being then under command of 
the commandant general. 

All inhabitants tween 16 and 60, except 
those registered as British subjects, are 
liable to be called upon for active service, 
the first levv being those of men from 18 
to 34, the second of men from 3 to WW and 
the third of boys from 16 to 18 and of men 
over &O he commandeered, as they are 
called, are required to provide themselves 
with a gun, clothing and 30 rounds of‘am- 
munition.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Secretary 
Hitchcock of the Interior Department made 
public to-day the report of the United 
States Indian Inspector for the Indian Ter.

The estimated 
population is 948 Chickasaws and 19,406

He was 
found guilty of forging a draft for $15,0vv, 
with which he hoped to get a false credit 
for the Planters’ Bank, which he etarted 
here without capital. 

Imboden is one of the most remarkable 
criminals that ever came before the bar 
of justice In this county. For years he 
Mved apparently without resources, at- 
tempting to promote schemes of such mag- 
nitude that they make the ordinary man 
gasp with wonder. Companies and syndi- 
cates of capita) up to $1,000,000 formed them- 
sélves in his brain, only to be put aside for 
some other financial project equally large. 
It was not until he organized the Planters’ 
Bank that he seemed to be near a rea.iza- 
tion of his dreams. But the organization of. 
this bank had geo many irregularities that 
Imboden was arrested and will go to the 
penitentiary again. Imboden formed and 
opened this bank in tre Gibraltar building 
witihout a cent of capital, and even the 
check he gent to the Secretary of State 
to pay for corporation papers went to 
protest, 

In order to make a show of capital he 
took in with him a young man, 8 Han- 
cock by name, whom he apparently used 
as a catspaw. Hancock gave Imboen his 
note, without security and without fndor-e. 
ment, for $25,000, the capital stock, and Im- 
boden in turn game Hancock a weérthiess 
draft on a Nebraska bank: for $15,113.68. But 
Imboden needed money. He went to . 
B. Sanborn, a wealthy cattle mdn, and 
showed him letters apparent. from 
wealthy Eastern capitalists, showing that 
Imboden’s credit was the best. The bank 
was opened and Mr. Sanborn became a de- 
tery po The bank opened on the l6th of 
ast January and the State Bank Examin- 
er came on the 2th. A. A. Lesueur, Sec- 
reta of State, became suspicious and or- 
der a thorough examination by a State 
bank examiner. The examiner looked over. 
the books and found that the new bank 
apparently had a large credit with the 
American Exchange Bank at St. Louis, 
Blair & Co., New York, and the Union Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City, besides hav- 
ing $8500 cash on hand. All this was on 
paper, Investigation, however, showed that 
the new bank no St. Louis, New 
York or Kansas City credit and only $2.85 
in cash on hand. -It was then that the 
State Examiner todk charge and had Im- 
boden and Hancock arrested. Thus ended 
the bank that was started without a dol- 
lar of cash. 

For several weeks after Imboden started 
his bank his name was connected with 
many wild rumors in the Exchange Build- 
ing. It was freely whispered about that 
he was going to organize a company that 
would completely revolutionize the bust- 
ness at Kansas City. It was said to be 
the most Gpents corporation of the 19tn 
century. e company was to own its 
own bank wth offices tn the Stock I[x- 
change and uptown. The object .of the 
money was to contro] many ranches, loan 
money and transact a general live stock 
ae banking business combined on a large 
scale,

GREATER NUMBER IN VERSE. 


Athol Scribes of an Olden Day Had an 
Odd Way of Putting Serious 
Sentiments in Rhyme. 


ATHOL, Mass., Sept. 30.—The most inter- 
esting thing in Athol, Mass., is the grave- 
yard. Not the new handsome cemetery 
with the trim lawns and the modern grave- 
stones, but the old burying ground in the 
upper town which has been abandoned for 
nalf a century and forgotten by most of the 
Athol residents. There isn’t an entrance 
path or roadway leading to it. It is in- 
closed by a stone wall, and literally cov- 
ered with tangled vines and grasses. The 


only way to reach it is through back yards 
and private property behind buildings that 
have grown up aud around the oid site and 
comp.ece.y hemmed it in.

EXPERIMENT WAS A SUCCESS. 


INVENTION THAT OF VIRAGAND 
POLLACK, AN AUSTRIAN. 


Soiiiesassindiaiall Signaled by Brushes 
on Plates and the Effect Is Trans- 
mitted to Paper From Which 
Telegrams Are Written.

BUDA-PEST, Sept. 30.—The United Elec- 
tric Company last night tried for the first. 
time in Eastern Europe the rapid telegraph- 
ing invention of Viragand Pollack. The 
test was made upon the government wires 
between Berlin and Buda-Pest.

periments were success@y. 
While the wires wer orking the trial 


was watched here by r esentatives of the 
two big American telegraph companies, the

This test showed that the messages which 
had been previously performed upon a tape 
are worked off by electricity at the rate 
of 78,000 words an hour, although the ma- 
chine’s actual capacity, as the inventors de- 
clare, is 100,000 words an hour. 

By this system the inventors § say one 
wire can do the work of sixteen wires 
worked by the present methods. 

The perforated strip upon which the sig- 
nals of the message are perforated has two 
rows of holes, upon which two brushes, 
one positive, and one negative play, zs the 
paper rolls off the brush points through the 
holes touch a metal plate beneath, making 
a circuit and starting an electrical current 
at the other end of the wire. There the 
making and breaking of the current agi- 
tates a membrane like those used in ail 
telephone receivers. By the aid of a mag- 
net, a tiny mirror attached to the telephone 
membrane, moves with each making and 
breaking off the circuit. YFhis mirror re- 
flects a powerful electric light upon an 
opening in a drum behind which a roll of 
sensatized photographic paper passes as 
the light plays. 

By this paper telegraphic signals at the 
rate of per hour can be readily re- 
corded. This would give 80,000 words an 
hour, on the average, of complete teie- 
graph messages. The sensative paper is de- 
veloped in a few moments and thus gives 
the operator the signals from which the 
telegrams are written out.

WILL GERMANY TAKE SAMOA? 


Berlin Papers Suggest Ownership as a 
Way Out of Trouble. 
BERLIN, Sept. 98.—The papers devoted 
much attention this week to Samoa. Curi- 
ously enough, a general agitation has been 


started in nearly ail the leading pagers, ir- 
respective of party, in favor of Germans 
obtaining larger rights in Samoa than those 
granted either by the convention of 1889 
or by the report of the High Commission. 
Some of the extreme papers, like the Deut- 
sche Tages Zeitung and the Deutsche Zeit- 
ung, strongly advocate, as a definite solu- 
tion of the question, that Germany ob- 
tain sole control of the islands, while the 
Liberal papers, like the Cologne Gazette and 
Vossische Zeitung favor the partition of 
the islands, Great Britain and the United 
States each getting a coaling station. Some 
of the papers say frankly that Germany 
now has a spiendid oppoitupity to work her 
will in Samoa, as Great Britain will be 
busy for some time to come with the Trans- 
vaal and the United States with the Phil- 
ippines. Even usually well-informed papers, 
like the Lokal! Anzeiger, describe the pres- 
ent state of thirgs as untenable and claim 
that Great Britain and the United Staies 
are on the point of making a new mov: 
satisfactory to Germany and an arrane- 
ment regarding the islands.

Regiments Recruiting for the Philip- 
pines Experience.the Rigors of 
Extremes of Climate. 


Thirteen hundred and nine men down at 
Jefferson Bararcks know it is cold these 
nights. 

St. Louisans who sleep in well-closed 
rooms under cover have felt the wintry 
ohill of the air and have railed agains the 
Weather man, but their sufferings are 
nothing compared with those of-the men 
who are undergoing torture in the service 
of their country. 

Everybody who has-eyer visited Jefferson 
Barracks knows where “‘the hill” js. It is 
the eminence north of the reservation 
proper, on the crest of which the Third 
and Fifth Missouri Regiments were camped 


while the volunteers were being mobilized 
to take part in the Spanish war. 

When the breeze is but a zephyrous 
breath eisewhere it plays about tne sum- 
mit of this hill in a half gale. When 
it-is a gale elsewhere it is a torngdo on 
the hill. 

A city of white conical tents now covers 
the hill; a city inhabited by the newly re- 
cruited men of the ‘YThirty-eighth United 
States Volunteers Many of the men have 
never seen service before and they are 
willing to acknowledge they are rapidmy 
learning that the soldier's life is not passed 
on a bea vr roses. St.aw is thelr beuu - 
just now; a sprinkling of straw on the 
ground, with more straw and a blanket for 
covering. Of course not a man in the regi- 
ment has complained, but to an outsider 
their condition seems, to say the least, un- 
enviable. 

The men spend a great part of the day 
carrying timber to camp to make fires. 
These fires are the only luxury and they 
must be quenched at the sound of taps. 
The recruits sleep 15 in a tent, with their 
feet in the center and thelr bodies radiat- 
ing toward the outer edge of the tent, like 
spckes of a wheel, 


blasts that sweep the hill are destined for 
service in the tropics. In not less than two 
weeks they will be on their way to the 
Philippines, where they will e rience the 
other extreme of climate. So far only one 
of the staff officers has taken up his abode 
in the camp, Col, Doodier. The others are 
at their homes in the barracks. Col. George 
S. Anderson will go into camp to-morrow.’ 
He would have done so sooner but for the 
pressure. of his duties as commandant at 
the barracks. 

The men on the hill are white. Across 
the valley at the reservation 200 negroes, 
members of the Forty-ninth Volunteers, 
are living in comfortable indoor quarters. 
They will not remain there long, however, 
for as soon as enough men are recruited 
this regiment will also go into camp on 
the hill. It is under command of Col. 
William H. Beck. The staff officers are al] 
white, but when the organization is com- 
pleted all of the field officers will be ne- 
groes. 

Col. Anderson of the Thirty-eighth is 
very proud of his regiment and the speed 
with which it was recruited. 

“I have recruited about 1500 men,’’ he 
said. “Of these I am allowed a maximum 
of 1309. I dismissed 200 men who, while per- 
fectly sound, did not quite come up to the 
required standard. The men were recruited 
from nearly ail the Western States and 
they are a fine lot. Missourt furnished 
some of the best men in the regiment and 


nois, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, Michigan and Wisconsin. 

“Tl have asked for a little additional time 
to get my preparations completed, but if 
the order should come I think I could 
move the regiment at once. I am confident 
we will leave for Manila within two 
weeks.”’ 

Not since the Missouri volunteers were 
mustered there has there been as much 
activity at the Barracks as at present. 
Besides the two infantry regiments being 
recruited, the Sixth United States Cavalry 
is also stationed there, The latter organiza.

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A PROPHET OF EVIL. 


It is said that the Czar Nicholas was moved to call the 
Peace Cénference by a book: entitled “The Future of War,” 
written by a Polish banker and economist named Bloch, This 
book has been translated into English and the American 
reader can get a view of the great terror which frightened 
the warlike Russian into a Quaker mood. 

M. de Bloch insists that war is impossible, financially, 
strategically and tactically. The organization of industry 
would go to pieces under the strain of a great conflict. And 
the science of war is now so exact and so deadly that to 
engage in it would be sheer madness. 

The author, however, seems to dwell more upon the diffi- 
culty of initiating warlike movements than upon the whole- 
sale slaughter incident to a great struggle. The industrial 
and social organization is so nicely balanced that the slightest 
disturbance will precipitate a crisis and famine will follow. 
Nations are now interdependent, only Russia and the United 
States having the resources to support themselves in isolation, 
and even they could hardly endure a long siege. 

If M. de Bloch’s judgment is correct, it raises an inquiry 
concerning the modern social organization itself. Is it not 
@& severe indictinent? If a chance misunderstanding between 
two Admirals in Manila Bay or:a quarrel between the Eng- 
lish and Russian agents in Afghanistan can cause the “de- 
struction of the modern social machinery” of the world, are 
we not standing over a mine of nitro-glycerine? 

Such a conclusion, if accepted, should indeed make war im- 
possible, but «ven more, should it direct the attention of 
statesinen and philosophers toa condition which requires im- 
mediate and radical reform. If social relations are in such 
unstabie equilibrium that they cannot survive the “slightest 
disarrangement,” the prospect is not reassuring. 

But probably M. de Bloch takes counsel of his fears. At 
any rate, he is the only man in the world who has ventured 
to take such a pessimistic view.

DEATH TO PARALYSIS. 


“HIS RECOVERY NOW POSSIBLE. 


Vertebrae Was Fractured and Bone 
Splinters Were Found in the 
Spinal Cord. 


NPW YORK, Sept. 30.—It was only @ 
fighting chance for life, but Walter Duryea, 
son of Edward E. Duryea, the millionaire 
starch manufacturer, took it. Rather than 


, live with a broken back, perhaps lingering 


for months in agony, and almost totaliy 
paralyzed, he consented to undergo an 
operation without ether or chloroform at 
Roosevelt Hospital this week which might 
end his sufferings in a day or eventually 


_restore him to health.

He is still alive and may recover. 

Young Mr. Duryea, who is 30 years old 
and an athlete, broke his back on August 
7 by diving into shallow water at his: home 
in Glen Cove, L. I. 

“Cure me or let me die!’ was his plea 
When they told him his back was broken. 
For more than a month he has been pre- 
paring for the operation which meant life 
or death to him. 

His body was immovably fixed 'n plaster 
of paris. Wiis neck was fastened in a’ splint 


of wood, and he lay on a water mattress. 
A week ago the patient was taken to Roose- 
velt Hospital. and the surgeons made ready 
to’ perform one of the most difficult and 
to their craft— 


The preliminary steps were taken last 
Sunday, when an X-ray photograph iof the 
neck and spine was made. The picture re- 
vealed with great distinctness the frac- 
tured parts of the backbone, Splinters of 
bone were disclosed od mop 4 upon the 
spinal cord and producing the paralysis 
of arms, legs and back. It was l!ecided 
to vm bare the fractured fifth and sixth 
vertebrae, remove the splinters and await 
resuits. The patient was most eager df 
all to take the chance, and it was only 
after his ceaseless imploring tnat nis fum- 
ily consented. 

Weans Duryea, wholly conscious, wag re- 
moved to the operating room in the Simms 
Theater. He knew there was only one 
chance in a hundred. The same accident 
had befallen Mrs. Willlam C, Whitney, but 
though she had every care that mon y and 
science could devise, she ne after 
months of agony. 

Six surgeons gathered around the. oper- 
ating table—Dr, Robert Abbe. who was in 

Fiske. Dr. Robert 

Bailey and D, Ed- 

homas L. Bennett, 

anesthetizer for the hospital, was also 

present in case his services should be 

needed in the last extremity. It had been 

previously decided that the young man’s 

condition was such that no anesthetic 

could be administered. The nerves of the 

back were dulled with application of co-. 
caine, that was all. 

The patient nerved himself, ae ee & c. 
scious but absolutely he piless 
m. Dr. Abbe inserted his knife. It toons 
forty minutes to make the incisions which 
laid bare the two fractured vertebrae. 
Then the jagged splinters of bone | were 
plainly revealed, Petes ge down upon the 
spinal cord. Blood and pus were also |pres- 
ent, which further complicated thd pa- 
tient’s injuries. 

The surgeons found that the injury to 
the spinal cord was even Rios tee than they 
had feared. The pressure had been such as 
to lacerate it, and there had been hem- 
orrhages into the cana) through which the 
cord runs. All the foreign matter was suc- 
cessfully removed, but the condition in 
which the surgeons were f6rced to leave 
the spinal cord excited their apprehension. 

‘I’m glad it’s over,’ .gasped the young 
man when they bel a ie him back to his 
private room. “Will I live?” 

The nurees made him as comfortable as 
they could. What the outcome will be 
is probiematical. Young Duryea grew 
hopeful as he forgot his pain and chatted 
cheerfully with his cousin. Louig Dur- 
yea, tha only member of the family 
present. 

Dr. Abbe aseured the patient’s family 
that material improvement in such cases 
did not begin under two weeks after the 
operation. He told them the young man, 
otherwise doomed, had a fair é¢hance for 
erfect recovery,, though only once in two 

urdred cases wae: such a formidable and 
delicate operation ever risked. 

Mnerations for such accidents are so 
rarely successful, according to one of the 
Roosevelt phys'cians, that whenever a life 
is saved the surgeons feel amply repaid. 
Generally the patients die the quicker. 
Youre Duryea was tota'ly paralyzed. save 
for the muse'es of his chest. Had the in- 
jury extended to his brain he would have 
died instantly. 

“A man may live for months without an 
operation.’ eaid another Roosevelt phvy- 
sictan ‘‘He may bive for vears aftera suc- 
cessful operation and enjov a fair degree 
of health. In cases of fracture, where 
there {s no injury to the sninal cord, an 
overation mav be performed witout spe- 
cial danger, and the patient may recover 
his full hea'th. The operation in such a 
case is merely a process of reduction, and 
in a large percentage of cases there is 
complete recovery. 

“In a fracture there Is almoet always a 
hemorrhage of the spinal cord, and this, 
together with pressure upon ft, produces 
paralysis, which canrot be cured urtil 
the cord !s re‘ieved. Only time can de- 
termine to what degree this operation has 
succeeded.”’

‘HIS SCEPTER IS A BROOM. 


} 


‘RAN AWAY FROM HIS NATIVE 
COUNTRY WHEN ONLY 15. 


He Has Never Been Able to Get Back, 
But Is Now Endeavoring to Have 
Portugal Place Him 
in Power. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. ® — San 
Francisco has a king in her midst whe at 
present is not in the throne business. His 
name is James Jackson, and he signs it 
with a cross, for this sovereign is a servitor 
whose occupation has naught in common 
with royal regalia, palatial surroundings 
or regal authority. In point of fact, this 
particular king is a colored janitor. In- 
Stead of wielding a scepter he flourishes 
a broom. But it is not his intention to 
spend the remainder of his life in demol- 
ishing cobwebs with dustpans and mops for 
Caily companions. He expects to ascend 
‘the throne with due impressiveness and 
dignity jvst as soon as certain -obstacles 
now in the way are removed. 

Meenwhile he plies the mop and brand- 
ishes the duster as diligently as though to 
the manner born. Says he: 

“I am the rightful king of Kabinda, only 
son of the late king of that district. My 
throne is now vacant for the reason that 
my claim to it has never been presented. I 
believe a usurper is now administering the 
province which is legally mine. To secure 
my. rights and re-establish myself as the 
sovereign of the country is my aim and 
purpose, and I shall never relinquish my 
endeavors until I succeed or my head falls 
in the attempt.” 

The King of Kabinda ts mahogany in 
color small in stature, feline tn agility, and 
speaks English with the accent of a Ka- 
naka. He has resided some 12 years in San 
Francisco, and during that time has fol- 
lowed the occupation of janitor and cook. 
A restaurant keeper on Sutter street whom 
he has served gives a good report of him 
for thrift, efficiency and truthfulness. Ele 
lives at 16 Scott place. 

He has lately petitioned two monarchs 
of Europe to restore him to his lawful 
rights. The first of these went to Queen 
Victoria and the last to Charles I., King of 
Portugal. To the first letter he has re- 
ceived the ,following reply: 

“Foreign Office, April 28, 1899.—Sir: Your 

petition to Her Majesty the Queen of the 
Zist ultimo has been forwarded to this de- 
partment to be dealt with, and I am di- 
rected by the MarquliS of Salisbury to in- 
form you in reply that Her Majesty’s Goy- 
ernment is unable to be of any assistance 
to you in the matter to which it refers, as 
Kabinda is situated in’ Portuguese terri- 
tory. I am, sir, your most obedient. hum- 
ble. servant. FRANCIS BERTIE.” 
‘‘James Jackson, Esq., San Francisco, Cal.” 
It was in accordance with the suggestion 
conveyed in this missive that King Jackson 
has applied to His Majesty of Portugal. He 
says that restoration to his throne is only 
a matter of a warship or two, and if he 
were sent there attended by a _ show of 
force there would be no difficulty about a 
proclamation over that crossmark of his 
placing him securely in possession of his 
ancestral and regal estate. 
Kabinda lies on the west coast of Africa. 
and the maps show it as bordering between 
the possessions of Pourtgal and those of 
Franee. It is a part of the Congo Free 
State and comprises an extensive though 
indefinite territory. In suport of. his 
claims and in explanation of how it occurs 
that he is at present so distant from the 
site of his empire, King Jackson has the 
following to say: 

“T am now 4 years old. 
Pernambuco, my father being King Pogas- 
tano, which interpreted into English means 
James. Pernambuco is a town of about 30,- 
000 natives on the seashore of Kabinda 
district. and five miles from Kabinda City, 
which lies toward the interior. Kabinda 
is the capital of the district and is a large 
city of native people. It is there that my 
father’s palace stands, ° 
‘“T left the country about 2% years ago, 
at the age of 15. 1 was a wild and foolish 
boy. My father wanted mé to go to school. 
for there were schools in Kabinda, but I 
refused, spending my time roaming from 
place to place with a gang of young bloods, 
engaging in hunting, shooting and fishing, 
and not aaring anything about education. 
I was everywhere recognized and treated as 

Prince, for I was my father’s only 

It did not mean a great deal, how- 

to be a prince, for the people were 

low plane of life, all of them going 
about in breech cloth, though my father 
wore satin clothes, cut after the fashion 
of Furopemins, 

‘We were ag civilized as any of the Af- 
ricans and itar~amore so than any of our 
neighbors in the interior. 

“T used to spend much of my time in 
Pernambuco, for there the ships came in, 
and often a Puropean warship lay in the 
bay. and I loved to look on the strange 
people. There were no wharves at Per- 
mambuco—only the bare, sandy beach—and 
they had to carry everything out of the 
boats on to the shore. One day, when I 
is down at Pernambuco, Capt. Wilson 
of the brig No-Name, an English vessel 
owned by Welsh Bros. of Manchester, asked 
me if I would not like to go to Liverpool. 
I was a young fool. of course, and said 
ves. The captain knew my father well, and 
knew I was the Prince. so he took me off 
on board and they hoisted sail and started 
away. I can remember that I cried when 
I saw the vessel leaving and tried to get 
overboard to swim ashore. But they would 
not let me leave. so I stayed on board 
and kept crytng until we got Into cold 
weather. I had never known what cold 
Weather was, and this seemed to put

strength imto me. The captain had his 
wife aboard, and she altered some of the 
captain’s clothes and covered me, and the 
captain made me cabin boy and gave me 6 
shillings a month, 

“When we got to LAverpool, Capt. Wil- 
son took me to Student Douglass: who was 
agent ‘of Weleh Bros.. and told him that 
I was the son of the King of Kabinda. Mr. 
Douglass showed me-to one of the Messrs 
Welsh and he took me to his home in Man- 
chester, where his good lady sent me to 
school. But I had no mind for learning, 


/and soon ran away and found my way back

to the veseel. Capt. W'lson was getting 
to go te the south coast of Africa 
and he shipped me as cook, giving me two 
pound ten a month. for I had learned to 
make bread, boil coffee and was generally 
useful. I wanted him to take me back to 
Kabina, because my father knew nothing 
of my leaving: but the ehip never went 
there and I never got back. When I signed 
the ship’s articles I had to have a name.

EDWARD MARKHAM SAYS HE IS 
SIMPLY IN EARNEST. 


NOW WRITING A NEW WORK. 


He Was a Shepherd When a Youth, 
and Later He Became a Cowboy 
in California. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30.—Edwin Mark- 
ham, who won fame by ‘his ‘““‘I"he Man With 
the Hoe,’’ is visiting here at 2031 Chest- 
nut street, the home of Mr. and Mrs. Jo- 
eeph Fell. 

Mr. Markham, to @ reporter, has confided 
the history of his early struggles for 
knowledge and the sources of his- poetic 
inspiration. 

“My earliest recollections,”” Mr. Mark- 
ham said, ‘‘go back to the days when |! 
was a shepherd boy on the California hills; 
I was 7 years old then. 

“When my mother gave up her sheep 
range I turned cowboy and learned the 
many tricks of the trade—could throw a 
riata or ride a bronco with the § best 
of- them. Later I became a farmer and 
spent many months walking behind the 
pow, turning up the rich loam of the 
foothills and preparing it for the har- 
vest. Money that | earned in this way 
I invested in books—copies of Bryant, Ten- 
nyeon, Thomas Moore and Webster's Dic- 
tionary. 

“T «erived inspiration from the 
works of Victor Hugo and from Carlvle 
and Ruskin. In poetry [ was much at- 
tracted by the passion of Sheiley and by 
the imaginative insights of Browning. 
Swinburne was another favorite of mine 

“)] am now engaged on a poem entitled 
‘A Brief Against France.’ I will also de- 
liver 30 lectures this fall and winter through 
the New ‘England and Middle States. | 
shall have several literary lectures, titles 
not yet decided upon, but my chief lecture 
will be ‘The Man With the Hoe—the Poem 
and the Problem.’ ; 

‘“T will stay in Philadelphia for two or 
three days and then wiil return to New 
York to consult w.th the publishers of my 
recent honk of poems, [ expect to ‘come 
back to Philadelphia in about a month with 
the expectation of making this city my 
permanent home.’’ 

Mr. Markham was asked whether he fol- 
lowed any especial method in wri.ing his 
verse or whether he wrote as the inspira- 
tion came. 

“I feel a strong impulse to express my 
deepest thoughts of life,’’ he replied.

A Daily Consumption of About Two 
Hundred Million Gallons. 

In 1894 the astounding total of 192,000,000 
gallons a day was reached by the combined 
water companies of London. This was ayp- 
plied to the five and a half million inhabit- 
ants at the rate of say, 22 gallons a head 
for all purposes. These figures represent 
an enormous volume of water, though 
small when compared with the mighty 
river that flowed into old Rome. We can 
only deal with the figures roughly; rhe

accurate. Allowing for a slight increage 
since the last return, and tak.ng in other 
sources of which I shall refer a little later, 
we may pretty safely put the present n- 
don water supply at about 20,00,000 gal- 
lons @ day. t us try for a moment to 
realize what these figures mean. 

With 200,000,000 gallons of water we could 
fill a lake a mile long, a quarter of a mle 
wide and five feet deep.

This 
lake would stretch from the Bank of Dn«- 
land right away to Clement Danes Churc 
yet it would be emptied In a single day to 
assuage the thirst of London. r suppose 
we could freeze al] this water, we could 
build up a great block of ice a thousand 
feet long, a thousand feet wide and 32 feet 
high. f we allow for the expansion of 
freezing, the block would, of course, 
still bigger. Sixty-fiwe of the largest iron- 
clads In the British navy could ‘float in the 
water we use every day in London. When 
we come to compare our supply with the 
mighty torrent of Niagara we bel ttle it, 
The water goes thunderjng over the fals 
ai the rate of 2,000,000 tons a minute, or 
420.000,000 galions. Our whole daliy supp y 
would be whirled over long before the sec- 
ond hand of a watch had traveled once 
round the dial. And could we divert the 
magnificent torrent for oan three hours. 
we could supply London with water for a 
whole year at the present rate. Ni 
is a big thing.—London Good Words.

When on the Bench He Didn’t “Care @ 
Snap” for Law; What He Wanted 
Was Evidence, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 9%.—In *Fighte 
ing Bob’ Bowling, the warlike Kansas 
City, Kan., justice of the peace, there is the 
type of character that is fast disappearing, 
even so far west as this where the deeds of 
bis contemporaries are still fresh ig the 
memory of the people. 

But Bowling differs from all other “bed 


men” that have won renown through their 
love for fighting in that he is er sol- 
dier nor desperada While he sometimes 
transgresses the law most of the deeds thag 
have brought him into prominence have 
been performed while trying to defend the 
cause of justice and it is this that makes 
him particularly distinguished from the 
rest of his kind. 

There have been crowded into the life of 
this man, who has yet seen but a quarter 
of the century’s calendar turned by, more 
events than most men encounter in li 
time. At 15 young Bowling was a dep 
sheriff under his father, Thomas B. - 
ing, then high sheriff of Wyandotte Coumy., 

aif a dozen years later he was assistan 
postmaster of Kansas Citv, Kan., and in 
189% he was appointed by Gov. Leedy to the 
judgeship of one of the Kansas City, . 
justice courts. 

It was while presiding over his little 
court that young Bowling won the ttle 
of “the hting Sustice” and that he be- 
came sufficiently prominent to be knows 
outside the domain of the Sunflower me- 
tropolis, where he wag born and 

When Gov. Leedy forwarded him his come 
mission young Bowling donned his judicial 
robes without any ceremony processes 
to dispense justice in a manner that was 
entirely new to most of the people that 
came before his tribunal. 

One time he made a ruling tn the trial of 
a case that was not acceptable to the at- 
torney on one eide and he demurred to the 
decision of the boy judge. 

“Your. Honor, you are overruling the 8u- 
preme Court," said the lawyer.

If there was one thing that Judge Bow!l- 
ing had an abhorence for during the time 
that he was on the bench, it was the at- 
speney who came into a case with an arm- 
ful of law oks.

Shortage Advances Bituminous Coa) 

10 Cents in One Day. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—A threatened coal 
famine in Chicago was the cause for a spe- 
eft] meeting of the Miners’ and Wholesai- 
ers’ Association vesterday afternoon at the 
43reat Northern Hotel. The situation which 
‘dealers say May assume grave aspects was 
discussed, but no remedy was decided upon. 
The coal dealers are far behind in their or- 
ders and see no way to get coal into Chi- 
cago to supply the b.g daily demands, 

"It is a novel situation we are facing,” 
eaid Mr. A. O. Tandy, manager of the isl- 
and Coal Company, in discussing the pro- 
ceedings. “There is probably not a coal 
deaier in Chicago who ts not 20 to cars 
behind on his contracts. The shortage :n 
anthracite coal is over 500.00 tons com- 
pared with the same tinm last year. The 
cause of all this shortage in Chicago is 

» twofold—first, the scarcity of cars and ves- 
sele in which to ship coal, and second, the 
strikes of miners in various coal dastricts 
of the country. 

“During the season of navigation the rail- 
roads keep al] their availabie roiling stock 
in the Bast, because the cars there can 
haul loads two ways. Here when a load 
of coal is brought from the mine to Chi- 
eago the car returns to the mine empty.

A large crowd of friends of the home 
were present to witness the fulfiliment of 
their long-entertained hopes, and _ the 
thanks that were bestowed upon the donor 
of so great a gift were as hearty as their 
appreciation was sincere. 

The new institution is to be located on 
Vista avenue just west of Grand adjoining 
the Bethesda Foundling’s Asylum. It wili 
be three stories in height and divided into 
four large, general wards and _e several] 
smaller ones. Two out-houses will be built, 
one to be used for contagious and infecti- 
ous cases ang the other as a laundry. At 
present the home-occup.es a little old place 
on Russell avenue entirely tnadequate for 
its need, 

The manner in which the contribution 
was made, as related for Mr. Scruggs by 
Mr. W. H. MeClain, prominent in reiigious 
circles, proved most Interesting. Mr. Me- 
Clain, in his address. told that it is con- 
trary to the rules of the Home to policit 
support—all must be voluntary contribpu- 
tions to the cause. 

Those connected with the charity are 
firm believers in the efficacy of prayer and 
so, at regular intervais, meetings were 
held in which prayers were delivered that 
the mind of some friend would be g0 
guided that he might. see his way clear 
to the donation of the necessary money. 

When Mr. Scruges came forward and an- 
nounced his intention of providing so 
handsomely for the Home, thowe Interested 
felt that thelr prayers had had a direct 
answer and a thanksgiving service was 
held in honor of the event. 

Mr. Scruggs, ‘n his simple and direct etyle

Various papers were read on the theory 
of the lymph. and Dr. Hawley described 
the method of preparation and the ingre- 
dients.

They have two bright chil- 
dren. Up to December last Mr. Bush man- 
aged his business affairs, including the 
supervision of a large farm, with great 
skill. Foy two years he had been subject 
to pecuiia® attacks at intervals, which pro- 
duced what he described as a “‘smothering”’ 
sensation, but which -did not seriously in- 
terfere with his business capacity. On De- 
cember 13, 1898, however, he was prostrated 
by one of these attacks, which was so se- 
vere that the physicians despaired of say- 
ing his life, fearing he would choke to 
death. Ile recovered from this attack, but 
his nervous system was weakened, and 
signs of incipient 
Ten days later he was again seized and

Mr. Bush remembers little of his period 
of Insanity. He has faint flashes of recol- 
lection of occurrences at one or two times. 
but aside from this the months when he 
was insane are a blank to him. He is not 
worrying about the past. When seen to- 
day he sald: “I can’t tell just when it was 
that my reason came back to me. I had 
been gradually growing better for some 
weeks, but the final clearing up came last 
Tuesday. Now I am able to take up my 
affairs from the point at which I was com- 
pelied to abandon them last December, and 
they are all clear to me. The intervening 
period 1 know nothing about. I am not as 
strong physically yet as I hope to be, but 
I am gaining strength every day and will 
soon be able to undergo the hard work of 
actual supervision of my farm any other 
interests.’ 

Dr. Roberts ,the discoverer of the value 
of the goat’s lymph, is a reputabl» phy- 
siclan of Queen City, Mo., but until now 
has not been known far from the town of 
his residence. He ig now on his way to 
Europe to give practical demonstration of

Porfirio Diaz was n in the city of 
Oaxaca, Mexico, Sept. 15, 190, 


His father, Capt. Jose raustivo Diaz. was 
of Asturian stock, whi;s, came to Mexico 
in the first years of he conquest. The 

_ mother of the Presidem prought him the 
_ @rop of aboriginal bloo her grandmother 
having been a Mixteca ‘ 

The boy was sent tOgchool and college 
in his native city. Whie a student at the 
seminary, where he wes preparing for the 
priesthood, he attractd the attention of 
Jaurez and formed tte friendship which 
endured for almost a lifetime. Becoming 
dissatisfied with theclosy, he turned to the 
Jaw, and after a four-year course entered 
the law office of Jaure: and was appointed 
professor of law in hi; alma mater. 

His publié life began immediately. . Soon 
after graduation he wes made Mayor of a 
small village called Ixtan. There his mili- 
tary bent was made manifest. He assem- 
bled the Indians, formed them into compa- 
nies and drilled them for months. He held 
their attention and enlisted their interest 
by having dances afte> the native fashion 
and other ceremonial performances, and 
built gymnasiums. ' 


About this time one of the Generals ‘‘pro- 
nounced” in Oaxaca. Without giving him 
time to organize a ford>, Diaz marched up- 
on the city with his indians and induced 
the would-be dictator to change his mind. 

After the boy Mayor returned to his vil- 

e the ambitious General tried it again, 

Anerevron Diaz again led out his Indians, 
}captured the city ang drove the usurper 

| from the State. 

K In 1858, during one o} the perennial revo- 
lutions of those days, Diaz defended Oaxaca 
against a miditary faction and beat off the 
invader. Jaurez, who was President at the 
time, promoted the young man and sent 
him into the field. Fpr two vears he tra- 
Versed the country with forces usually in- 
ferior to the enemy, bit in nearly every en- 
counter worsted them 

At this time he adretoned his tactics— 
might™march and daybreak assault. This 
was always his modeof fighting and it {s 
said the other fellow never got up early 
enough. 

In 1860 Diaz was a ember of the Mex!- 
can Congress. Jaure#, the President, was 
Steadfast, but not rdsourceful, and when 
the French invasion came he relied upon 
the youthful statesman to oppose the ad- 
vance of Maximilian’s army to the capital. 

Diaz assembled an, army and beat the 
French in one engagément, but was after- 
ward outnumbered aid the French overran 
the country. 

In 1865 Diaz was shut up in Oaxaca, with 
Bazaine besieging him with a large army. 
The French comman¢éer tried to bribe him, 
but without success. The Mexicans melted 
church bells into cannon balls and held ovt.

In 1876 Diaz is- 
sued a pronunciamento, but the Lerdists 
got the better of him and chased him out 
of the country. He went to New Orleans, 


the officers playing cards onit every night. 
He finally got ashore, made his way to 
Oaxaca and raised a force of 4000 men. 

A great battle followed. 

Diaz was victorious and entered Mexico 
Nov. 23, 1876. On the 28th he assumed the 
provisional Presidency and in April, 1877, 


and from there. sailed for Vera Cruz, in 
disguise. At Tampico he was recognized 
and jumped overboard among the sharks. 
He was overhauled and brought back, but 
the purser befriended him. Throwing over- 
board a life preserver, he made the Mex!- 
ean officers on board belleve the revolu- 
tionist had again escaped. Then he put 


him inside a sofa, where he lay for a week,

Save two or three years—from 1880 to 1883 
—when Gonzales acted as President, Diaz 
has been head of the State ever since. He 
is now serving his fifth term. 

In person President Diaz !s described as 
being ‘‘as supple as a puma, yet without a 
suggestion of stealth; instinct with frank- 


ness and dignity, with power and ease, A 
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fiercely leonine type, not by bulk or shag- 
giness of appearance, but by look and port, 
with no sugg@stion of fox or wolf.’’ 

He is five feet eight inches high, straight 
as an Indian. 

Diaz is what is called a magnetic man. 
His handshake is a fine, firm grasp, his 
volce expressive and mellow. An American 
observer says:

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“Fils speech fs the most luminous, direct 
and sinewy I have ever heard; a Spanish, 
swift but unhurried, concise as Greek and 
as lithe; forceful as clear Saxon, compact 
as an Indian tongue; the perfection of 
courtesy, yet not carelessly to be disputed; 
absolutely free from the vice of epigram, 
but concise beyond parallel; not a word 
wasted in an howr’s conversation.’’ 

Porfirio Diaz is said to be the best posted 
man in Mexico. No detail escapes him; He 
seems to have the faculty of carrying great 
masses of facts in his head without incon- 
venience or disturbance of the sense of 
proportion. He will go out to Inspect a plece 
of public work and confuse the contractor 
by questions which show that {it would be 
unwise to try to fool him. He Instructs his 
Cabinet ministers concerning their own de- 
partments. Military commanders expect his 
criticism and censure. In educational mat- 
ters he outdoes the pedagogues In entnu- 
siasm. The system is of his own creation 
and he knows every detail. But he is 
modest withal. He often says, “I do not 
know.”’ 

Diaz is very solicitous about | education. 
In 1896 al] the public schools in the country 
were brought under control of the central 
Government. While preparing to accom- 
plish this reform Diaz nad a map CopP- 
structed on which were indicated by many 
colore4 pins the various kinds of schools, 
with other facts bearing upon education.

Diaz is no ideologist. He 1s practical. At 
the election of 1879 he requested six of his 
Territorial Governors to take ‘“‘such sum- 
mary measures as the occasion required” 
and report a four-fifths majority for his 
ticket within a specified time.

Speaking of his rule, which he admitted 
was sometimes arbitrary, Diaz sald: 

“It needed the strong head, but every 
year it could relax. Now, though there are 
zome who do not love Porfirio, all love 
peace. So the fist Is wide open. There is 
full liberty—free schools, free ballot, free 
speech, free press. They may do what they 
like, so they do not fire a gun at me,” 

No Governor of an American State fs 
more accessible than Diaz. He has no body 
guard, no hedges, no ostentation. He gives 
audience to all who ask ft, laborer and Sen- 
ator alike. He drives unattended, or rides 
alone. Often he rides in a street car, seated 
beside a washerwoman. He walks to and 
from church, with his wife as sole compan- 
fon. Although he ts practically the Gov- 
ernment, he ts democratic in manner and 
attitude toward the public. 

Diaz does not like shadows and syco- 
phants. He will not tolerate courtiers. 

He says: ‘“‘Nothing so irritates a people as 
the Insolence of favorites, and all favorites 
tend to insolence.”’ 


The people love Porfirlo In spite of hi 
absolute temper. In 1895 he was invited t 
open a great electrical plant at the Sant 
Ava mine—the first In Mexico. As he we 
proceeding on foot to the works, follower 
by his officials, the people lined his pa 
and cheered heartily. One old Indian su 
denly threw his hat in the alr and rush 
upon the President, threw his arms arouv 
him and gave him a good hug. Diaz smi 
and spoke quietly to the old fellow. ¢ 
servers said that a tear rolled down 
cheek as he went on his way. , 

President Diaz has been twice me gree 
under romantic circumstances. His frst 
marriage occurred during the war with 
Maximilian. The General was in the field 
and unable to reach the lady on the ap- 
pointed day. So they were married by 
proxy, a friend acting for the groom in the 
ceremony. His first wife died, leaving three 
children. 


The second marriage was a political as 
well as domestic romance. The lady’s 
father, Senor Rubio, was an ardent sup- 
porter of ex-President Lerdo and opposed 
Diaz bitterly. Long after the two men 
were reconciled {in a dramatic but very sat- 
isfactory fashion. It was at a ball at the 
American Legation and Mrs. John W. Fos- 
ter, wife of the American Minister, was 
the unwitting instrument of reconcillation. 

Senor Rubio, with Mrs. Foster on BF 
arm, was strolling through the apartments, 


‘when they came upon the President alone, 


He looked sad and lonesome. The two men 
saw each other, and immediately began toe 
study the decorations on the wall.

AN you dance the danza waltz? It 
is a celebrated Cuban figure and 
has just been imported from Ha- 

vana and seems destined to become popular 
in the United States this season. 

Words can hardly do justice to this Cuban 
dance in its home setting of weird music, 
of marble halls and graceful balconies. To 
gaze on a genuine Cuban gathering of the 
better class, with its pretty, vivacious 
girls and its energetic men whirling in the 
slow mazes of the Cuban “danza,” is a 
picture. The dance itself is very simple. 

The move- 
ment is a kind of two-step danced to waltz 
music, The accompanying music is played 
very slowly, and it is difficult for North- 
erners who are accustomed to rather quick 
dancing to fall into the quiet rhythm and 
to catch the real spirit of this most grace- 
ful dance.

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HOW A TEXAS RIOT WAS CHECKED. 


By N. A. JENNINGS, Historian of the 
Texas Rangers. | 
py map the great railroad strike of 
D™ when there were rioting and 
bloodshed in nearly every big rail- 
roid center in the countny, and when the 
riots’ in Pittsburg almaee took on the 
‘semblance of civil war, I/ was serving the 
Btate of Texas as a member of Capt. L. 
H. McNelly’s company of Texas Rangers. 
When the rioting began to spread from 
one end of the country to the other, about 
2 of the Rangers were in camp just outside 
of Ban Antonio. We had-ridden in-triumph 
through the town, as ragged. and desperate 
b looking body of men it is possible: to 
Imagine, for we had beeh for months out 
the plains where it was impossibie to 
P clothing. Some jof the men had 
hats without brims: others brims without 
All were armed ‘with six-shooters, 
. carbines and bowie knives, All were coat- 
, All were ragged. But, despite our ap- 
pearance, the people’ of san. Antonio lined 
the sidewalks and cheered us to the echo 
as we rode by. 


Capt. McNally, who had gone to San AD : 


tonio In advance of the men, was scan- 
dalized at the idea of the Rangers making 
their first appearance in a civilized com- 
munity in such, a condition. He had in- 
tended that we should ride around the out- 
skirts of the city to the place selected for 
our camp. We all had plenty of money 
and he insisted upon us getting respectable 
clothing at the firet opportunity, which we 
more than glad to do. 
bout a week after we went Into camp 
we learned late one afternoon that there 
Was @ possibility that a numbér of rail- 
road strikers and their s npathizers would 
rioting. Somé of the boys made up 
f minds that they” would go‘into town 
ole the fun and they applied to Lieut. 
‘Wright for permission. To their surprise, 
it Was refused. The lieutenant sa'd he had 
recelved orders from Capt. McNelly to 
hold every man in’ camp

to camp in a buggy. Then we learned that 
the Mayor of the city had asked him to 
assist the police in preventing a riot. 

“I won’t do that,” said the captain, ‘for 
I will not be under the orders of any 
city policeman, but if you want the riot 
put down, I'll do it without assistance.” 

The Mayor studied over this, and finally 
agreed. Then the captain told us to saddle 
up. In five minutes every Ranger was 
mounted. 

“Boys,” said the Captain, “I wouldn't 
have one of those fellows in San Antonio 
kiiled or shot for arething. I have an 
idea they’re. about. three-quarters right, Dut 
we have been asked to keep them from 
rioting and I want you to do it. They’re 
congregating on the Main Plaza. Lieut, 
Wright will lead you there. Just give a 
few yells and shoot in the air and I guess 
they won’t want to riot.” 

“We started .off on a trot and in half 
an hour were riding down the main street 
leading to the plaza. When we got to 
within half a block of the place Wright 
yelled: 

“Come on, boys! Give it to ’em now!” 

With that he started on a full run and 
we all went after him. We burst on tne 
plaza with a series of blood-curdling yells, 
and one or two of the men fired their 
gsix-shooters into the air. About a thousand 
men were on the plaza when we reached 
it, but 30 seconds later we couldn’t have 
killed a man if we’d wanted to—there wasn’t 
one in sight. We dashed down a number 
of streets after the fleeing men. They took 
refuge in. houses and wherever they could 
hide themselvs. 

“T guess that riot’s about over,’’ said 
Lieut.

ERE is the epitaph of the oldest 
inhabitant of the Empire State, 
whose remains were unearthed one 

day last week.

The latest find was made on the farm of 
Fred W. Schaefer, two miles west of 


Newburg.

When he was 
able to pull it out he was amazed to find 
that he held the rib bone of an enormous 
animal.

vertebrae, 13 inches in diameter. Several 
more parts of the skeleton were found near- 
by. As each piece was discovered it was 
earried to a brook and washed. Young Mr. 
Schaefer realized their value, and locked 
them in a barn. AS each bone is unearthed 
it is washed and carried to this temporary 
museum. The bones have been treated to 
@ vreserving liquid. 

The largest pieces found are a section, 
nearly perfect, of the lower jaw bone, a 
part of the head and one large tusk. One

One is the 
burning of the Capitol at Washington by 
the British and another is the Battle of 
New Orleans, where Andrew Jackson and 
his Tennesseeans made themselves immor- 
tal by whipping the enemy eeveral weeks 
after peace was declared. The third is 
called ‘*Paul Jones’ Victory,” and demon- 
strates how a Yankee tar in the early days 
set a mark for Dewey. 

The fifth period ts devoted to Gen. Scott’s 
triumphal march into the City of Mexico. 

There is only one float devoted to the 
Mexican War period, it being the theory 
of the Festivity Committee that it would 
not be kindly to revive that venerable and 
one-sided quarrel. 

In the sixth period the committee Is 
equally forbearing. It shows only two 
scenes from the Civil War—one the battle 
of the Monitor and the Merrimac and .the 
other the surrender of Gen, Lee. 

Having dealt so mucn in war-like sub- 
jects the committee appears to have come 
to a realization of the truth of Gen. Sher- 
Inan’s casual and terse definition of war, 
and drops out of historical tato a purely 
aliegorical field. 

The next float shows “The Demon of 
War,’ and he is a wonder—a dragon 4 feet 
long with green wings, red whiskere, claws 
and a curly tail, and so constructed that 
jeis of fame spout from his nostrils. 

lt is a most fearsome dragon, and St. 
George May congratulate himself that he 
has retired from the business of killing his 
kind. 

Following the dragon !s the seventh 
period. One float shows the battle of San 
Juan ‘Hill and the other pictures the Olym.- 
pia returning home. 

This ends the seven periods, but not the 
pageant. 

Following the Olympia {ts a float giving 
an illustration of the Louisiana Purchase, 
and another depicting scenes from the 
World’s Fair in 1908, 

The floats are in the old Round Top 
Market at Biddle street and Broadway. 
They are substantially built and filled up 
with all the modern accessories of lights 
and fire-proof paint to make them attrac- 
tive and safe. On the afternoon of Ociober

é¢ LTHOUGH he had been connected 

with some of the leading maga- 

zines of the day, and had edited 
for a time with great ability several] suc- 
cessful periodicals, Mr. Poe's literary repu- 
tation at the North had been comparatively 
limited until his removal to New York, in 
the autumn of 1847, when he became per- 
sonally know to a large circle of authors 
and literary people, whose interest in his 
writings was manifestly enhanced by the 
perplexing anomalies of his character, and 
by the singular magnetism of his presence. 
One who knew him at this feriod of his 
life says: 


Everything about him distinguished him 
8S a man of mark: his countenance, per- 
son and gait were alike characteristic. His 
features were regular and decidedly hand- 
some. His complexion was clear and dark ; 
the color of his eyes was seemingly a dark 
stay, but on closer inspection they were 
seen to be of that neutral violet tint which 
is so difficult to define. His forehead was, 
without exception, the finest, in propor- 
tion and expression, that we have ever 
seen. The perceptive organs were not de- 
ficient, but seemed press@ out of the way 
by casualty, comparison and constructive 
ness. Close to these rose the proud arches 
of ideality. The coronal region was very 
imperfect, Wanting in reverence and con- 
scientionsness, and presenting a key to many 
of his’ literary characteristics. The ideas 
of right and wrong are as feeble in bis 
chains of thought as in the literature of 
ancient Greece. 


“From March, 1845, to January, 1816, he 
was asgociated with C. F. Briggs in editing 
the Broadway Journal. In the autumn 
of 184 he was often seen at the brilliant 
literary circles in Waverley place, where 
weekly reunions of noted artists and men 
of letters, at the house of an accomplished 
poetess, attracted some of the best. intel- 
lectual society of the city. At the request 
of his hostess, Mr. Poe one evening eiectri- 
fled the gay company assembled there by 
the recitation of the weird poem to whose 
sad, strange burden so many hearts have 
since echoed. This was a few weeks pre- 
vious to the publication of ‘The Raven’ in 
the the American. Review. 


‘Sometimes his fair young wife was seen 
with him at these weekly assemblages in 
Waverley place. She seldom took part in 
the conversation, but the memory of her 
sweet and girlish face, always animated 
and vivacious, repels the assertion, after- 
wards so cruelly and recklessly made, that 
she died a victim to the negiect and un- 
kindness of her husband, ‘who,’ as it has 
been said, ‘deliberately sought her death 
that he might embalm her memory in im- 
mortal dirges.’ An article in Fraser’s 
Magazine, published two years ago, repeats 
the assertion that Poe was the murderer 
of his wife, ‘causing her to die of starva- 
tion and a. broken heart.’ Gilfilan, ascrib- 
ing to him ‘passions controlied by the 
presence of art until they resembled sculp- 
tured flame,’ tells us@that.he caused the 
death of his wife that he might have a 
fitting theme for “The Raven.’ A serious 
objection to this ingenious theory may, 
perhaps, be found -in the ‘refractory fact’ 
that the poem was published more than a 
year before the event which these persons 
assume it was intended to commemorate. 

“Tt is not to be questioned that Poe was 
a consummate master of language; that 
he had sounded ali the secrets of rhythm; 
that he understood and availed himself of 
ali its resources—the balance and poise of 
syllables, the alternations of emphasis and 
cadence, of vowel sounds and consuonants, 
and all the metrical sweetness of ‘phrase 
and metaphrase.’ Yet his consummate art 
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EDGAR ALLAN POE. 


was in him unit6éd with a rare simplicity. 
He was the most genuine of enthusiasts, as 
we think we shall presently show. His 
genius would follow no leadings but those 


“As a conversationalist we do not remem- 
ber his equal, We have heard the veteran 
Landor (called. by high authority the best 
talker in England) discuss with scathing 
sarcasm the popular writers of the day, 
convey his political animosities by fierce 
invectives on the ‘pretentious coxcomb, 
Albert,’ and ‘the cunning kKnave, Napo- 
leon,’ or describe, in words of strange 
depth and tenderness, the peerless charm 
of goodness and the naive, social graces in 
the beautiful mistress of Gore House, “The 
most gorgeous Lady Blessington.” We 
have heard the Howadji talk of the gar- 
dens of Damascus till the alr seemed pur- 
pled and perfumed with its roses. We have 
listened to the trenchant and vivid talk 
of the Autocrat; to the brilljJant and ex- 
haustless colloquial resources of John Neal 
and Margaret Fuller. We have heard the 
racy talk of Orestes Brownson in the gold 
days of his freedom and power, have lis- 
tened to the serene wisdom of Alcott and 
treasured up memorable sentences from the 
golden lips of Emerson. Unlike the con- 
versational power evinced by any of these, 
was the earnest, opulent, unpremeditated 
speech of Edgar Allan Poe. 

“It would seem that the true point of 


view from which his genius should be re- 
garded has yet to be sought. We are not 
of those who believe that any order of ge- 
nius is revealed to us in vain, nor do we 
believe that the age would have gained 
anything if the author of ‘The Raven’ had 
proven another Wadsworth or another 
Longfellow. These far-wandering. comets, 
not less than the ‘regular, calm stars ’ obey 
a law and follow a pathway that has been 
marked gut for them by infinite wisdom and 
essential love. That the genius of Poe 
had its peculiar mission and sig- 
nificance in relation to the age, we can- 
not doubt. Every man of electric tempera- 
ment and prophetic genius represents, or 
rather anticipates, with or less of conscious- 
ness and direct volition, those latent ideas 
which are about to unfold themselves in 
humanity. 

“When Poe's genius began to unfold itself 
the age was moving feverously and restless- 
ly through processes of transition and de- 
velopment which seemed about to unsettle 
all things. yet gave no clear indication of 
whither they were leading us. 

“In our own country, Mr. Emerson’s as- 
sertion of the transcendental side of the 
ever-recurring question between idealism 
and materialism marked the reaction of In- 
tellectual and spirii:ual tendencies against 
the materialism and lUteralism of the 
churches.

‘These expressions indicate the pervad- 
ing skepticism of. the time. The liberal 
ethics of Fourier, with his elaborate social 
economies, and systems of petrified har- 
mony, were leading his disciples through 
forlorn enterprises to hopeless failures.

“Then, sadder and lonelier, and more un- 
believing than any of these. Edgar Poe 
came to sound the very depth of the abyss.

“Nothing so solitary, nothing so hopeless, 
nothing so desolate as his spirit in its 
darker moods, has been instanced in the 
literary history of the nineteenth century. 

“The peculiarities of Edgar Poe’s organ- 
ization and temperament doubtless exposed 
him to peculiar infirmities. We need not 
discuss them here, They have been already 
too elaborately and painfully lllustrated 
elsewhere to need further comment. How 
fearfully he expiated them, only those who 
best knew and loved him can ever know. 


“We are told that ideas of right and 
wrong are wholly ignored by him, that ‘no 
recognitions of conscience or remorse are 
to be found on his pages.’ If not there, 
where, then, shall we look for them? In 
‘William Wilson,’ in ‘The Man of ‘the
